At the pood, with cameras and 
reporters focused on lhem L biologists ei- 
haled when distressed fish began surfac- 
ing to gulp alr. 

"It'sa neat chemical," said Steve Early, 
the man in charge ol the operation for Lhe 
Maryland Deportment of Natural Re- 
sources, "It's intended to work in higlify 
organic poivts with resistant species. It's 
doing exactly what we expected." 

The poison. rotcnone r is derived bom 
the leaves and roots of trees and is used by 
some South Aii*^-icao cullttres Li> harasl

A New Hampshire man wbo 
had been Lhe subject of a Secret 
Service alert fur allegedly mating

A RC. police official identified 
the man as Jeffrey Clnutier, 35, oJ 
Newport. N,H, AalborUics said 
Oantier was slopped by a uni- 
formed Secret Service officer and 
D.C police near 17th and Euclid 
streets NW about 1£30 p_nu and 
surrendered, 

A search of Cloutier's tented 
car yielded six pistols and 10 ri- 
fles, as well 4s a mmun ition, taw 
enforcement officials said. If was 
unclear whether any of the guns 
were loaded or whether the am- 
munition matched the weapons in 
the can 

D.C, Police Chief Charles H. 
Ramsey said Goulier was report- 
ed lo have said before leaving 
New Hampshire that he was 
^headed lo JvashingUm to 
straighten out the president." 



A spokesman tor the VS. at- 
torney's office said Cloutier had 
not yet been arraigned on any 
charges,. A woman was also in the 
car, according lo D.C police. Law 
enforcement officials contacted 
yesterday said they did not know 
whether she had been arrested. 

Ramsey said that the woman

Newport Police Chief David 
Hoyt confirmed that his depart- 
ment had passed information 
about Cloutier to the Secret Ser- 
vice on Tuesday, but he declined 
to say what caused it to do so.

Say Same Gun Usedto Kill Father and Daughter in Their Home, Seattle Woman 3 Days Lata

Ballistic tests show that the 
handgun used Lo kill a man and his 
young daughter in his Montgom- 
ery County home last month afeo 
was used three days kter'in the fa- 
L lal shooting of a Seattle woman in 
the District's Takoma neighbor- 
hood* law enforcement sources 
said yesterday 

By analyzing ballistic evidence* 
the sources said, authorities have 
determined that the same .32- 
caliber handgun was used in both 
crimes — which occurred late at 
night about three miles apart. 

No arrest has been made in ci- 
ther case, although D.C police 
have identified a man they want to 
question about the Takuena kill- 
ing. 

SgL Joe Gentile, a D.C. police 
spokesman, declined Lo talk about 
a pnssibte tiflk between the cases, 
saying the department does not 
discuss 'evidentiary or investiga- 
tory" matters while ao investiga- 
tion is underway. 

Montgomery police investiga- 
tors also refused to discuss aoy ev- 
idence gathered^ saying publicity 
could cause the killer lo discard 
mcriminaling items, 

"Fur us to talk about the evi- 
dence . T . could contribute to that 
evidence disappearing,"* said 
spokesman Derek Raffles, He said 
detectives are sliaring informa- 
tion with D,C. investigators hc- 
caose, Tflfe take a look at anything 
similar in the area and rn the same 
lime frame,* 

The possibility of a weapon's 
maLch was first reported Tuesday 
night by some area television sta- 
tions. 

The first slayings occurred 
about 11;30 pjn. Aug. 6 when 
Montgomery police got a 911 call 
Irani the Silver Spring home of 
George G. KusseD. The caller 
hong up, notice said, and when a 
dispatcher called back, Russell an- 
swered the phone* screaming 
about a shooting. 



Ponce surrounded RusselTs 
home in the 9300 block of Colum- 
bia BoulevarrL then stormed the 
house after hearing a loud noise. 
They found Russell, 47, dying of 
gunshot wounds; his daughter, 
Erika Smith, 9, was dead. 

Before dying. Russell told 
emergency workers that the killer 
was a black male with long, un- 
kempt hair and a beard, police 
have said. Investigators have said 
that there was no sjgo of forced 
entry at Russell's home but have 
decfined Lo say whether anything 
was taken. 

Family and friends of Russell 
and his daughter held a candle- 
light vigil Tuesday at the home. 
The reward for information lead- 
ing to an arrest in the killings is 
now more than $45,000.
